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I would like to take this opportunity to express my personal interest 
in the case of Gustavo Westerkamp, a PEN prisoner currently incarcerated 
at Rawson Prison and whose case is being considered on appeal by the 
Supreme Court. 


As you know, this young man has never been charged with any crime 
and has never been involved in violent activities or subversion. It is 
my earnest hope that his appeal will be favorably considered and Gustavo 
will be granted parole or the right of option to leave the country.
